MEDICAL  OFFICER1 S  REPORT,  1941 . 

Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  b eg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1941. 

In  view  of  War  Conditions  the  Minister  of  Health  recommended 
in  Ciroular  2604  that  the  Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of 
Health , should  be  of  an  interim  nature  and  confined  to  essential 
and  urgent  matters  or  those  arising  out  of  the  War*  I  have, 
therefore,,  reported  briefly  on  the  important  featuros  only  but  have 
included  the  statistics  in  an  abbreviated  form.

atatutory  noticos  for  tho  repair  of  fivo  houses  v/oro  issued, 
under  Sootion  9  of  the  Housing  Act,  1956,  but  these  hud  not  been 
complied  with  ut  tho  close  of  the  year  duo  in  part  to  tho  difficulty 
of  tho  owner  in  getting  tho  work  dono  by  local  buildors.

Shops  Act,  1945 

An  exemption  was  granted  under  Section  10  (b)  (Sanitary 
accommodation)  of  this  Act  in  respect  of  No,  225  High  Streot  -  tho 
premises  being  a  ’’lock  up11  shop, 

A  notico  was  sorvod  on  tho  N.A.A.F.I.  organisation  as  occupiers 
of  oortain  premises  and  improvements  were  subsequently  effected 
relating  to  sanitary  accommodation,  heating  and  ventilation. 

Mi lk  and  llairios  Ordor  1926 

Application  was  made  for  tho  registration  of  certain  promises 
for  milk  production  and  also  for  tho  owner  as  Cowkoepor,  Tho 
applicant  was  ongagod  in  an  ’’Offensive  Trade"  and  the  Council 
ccnsidorod  tho  premisos  and  conditions  unsuitaolo#  The  application 
was  subs o quo ntly  withdrawn, 

Wktor  Supply 

Tho  improvod  system  of  chlorination  referred  t©  in  my  report 
for  1940  was  installed  oarly  in  the  year  and  has  been  found  muoh 
more  ro liable  than  the  •  previous  installation,  although  under 
certain  conditions  thoro  is  still  a  possibility  of  interruption  in 
operation  duo  to  accidental  sticking  of  working  parts  of  tho 
apparatus.  This  becomes  apparent  when  aftor  heavy  rain  the  water 
is  charged  with  a  quantity  of  fine  inorganio  matter  in  suspension. 

The  sovore  winter  conditions  and  abnormal  demand  lato  in  tho 
year  necessitated  a  curtailment  of  supply  to  17  hours  daily  for 
sovoral  weeks  in  tho  spring  and  summor  season, 

Tho  Township  of  Br°nipton  in  tho  Rural  Area  receives  its  supply 
of  water  from  tho  Urban  Council  undertaking  and  tho  single  3"  dia, 
main  had  boon  insufficient  to  discharge  the  necessary  q  uantity  at 
a  satisfactory  prossuro,  to  meet  this  difficulty  the  Council  laid 
a  4U  dia,  main  as  a  supplementary  main  to  assist  this  supply  for 
a  distance  of  approximately  •§•  mile  -  tho  work  boing  completed  in 
November  and  put  into  operation  with  satisfactory  results,
